faden to place on the agenda of 
the next meeting a proposal to ex- 1 
tend a one-year moratorium on 
taxes to the owners of newly-built 
homes in Greenbelt. He declared 
that the high tax rate in Green¬ 
belt made it a hardship for resi¬ 
dents to build new homes in the 
city and the moratorium would re¬ 
lieve this burden and make future 
development in Greenbelt a great¬ 
er possibility. He asked the city 
manager to determine trash col¬ 
lection costs so that at least pay¬ 
ment for this service could be 
made. (Goldfaden is president of 
a housing group building homes 
on Yikeside property.) 

The moratorium may start a 
“dangerous precedent,” Canning 
replied, and asked that such a 
move be approached with cau¬ 
tion. “You do it for one group 
and all the other groups will ex¬ 
pect the same thing,” Canning said. 

Canning then asked to correct a 
statement in last weeks News Re¬ 
view which quoted him as saying 
the council “did not deserve a sal¬ 
ary raise.” He did not mean to 
imply that the council was not do¬ 
ing a good job, Canning asserted, 
but that such a raise was not war¬ 
ranted at this time because of the 
tax rate.

Wants Tax Articles 

By previous letter this writer 
brought to the attention of the 
Editor of the “Greenbelt News Re¬ 
view” the need for informative 
articles on the tax structure in 
Greenbelt. This was in order that 
the high tax rate would be brought 
to the attention of Greenbelters. 
In addition, it was also desired to 
show what the tax dollar buys in 
terms of services at both county 
and city level. 

Today, most Greenbelters still 
do not know the cost of the vari¬ 
ous functions in the city and coun¬ 
ty. Others are not aware that cer¬ 
tain functions are duplicated. Most 
of us do not know whether or not 
we’re getting our “money’s worth” 
in comparison to other communi¬ 
ties. This may be due to the early 
practice of payment of certain 
sums in “lieu of taxes,” lack of an 
itemized tax bill, or possibly com¬ 
placency on our part. Whatever 
the case, facts are needed. 

As evidenced by last week’s de¬ 
velopment in the Johnson-Crooks 
negotiation, it is apparent that 
the tax rate in Greenbelt will be 
a factor in the growth of the town. 
Guidance on these mattters is nec¬ 
essary. 

Later this year the city budget 
-for the f j r t h^gn rmg-year 
reviewed. No doubt some efforts 
will be made to cut the tax rate. 


Possibly other proposals will be 
made to encourage building and 
businesses in Greenbelt. It is 
hoped this approach will be made 
in an intelligent and orderly fash¬ 
ion. This oan only be done if 
facts on the present taxes are 
publicized and presented to Green¬ 
belters. This service can be per¬ 
formed by the local press. 

Therefore, it is still considered 
in order for your paper to carry 
some informative articles on taxes. 
Let’s find out what our Recreation 
Department costs, our library, our 
sewage disposal, etc. How do all 
these compare with other com¬ 
munities? It seems that a wealth 
of material can be written on the 
subject. Also, it tts /understood 
that both the City Manager .and 
the manager of GVHC would be 
happy to cooperate on the matter. 
To paraphrase a TV program - 
“Let’s have the facts, Ma’am.”

Center School PTA 

A new record for attendance 
was established when 342 parents 
registered for the Center school 
Parent-Teacher Association’s first 
meeting of the year on Tuesday, 
October 5. Sixty-five of those 
present were fathers, a fact ob¬ 
served with pleasure by Vincent 
Caruso, chairman of the member¬ 
ship committee, who hopes to see 
an increasing number of men tak¬ 
ing part in the association’s ac¬ 
tivities. 

A silver loving cup was awarded 
Cyril Kovalchik’s' room for the 
largest number of parents present 
(34) and for the largest number 
of fathers present (10). The rooms 
of Mrs. Sara Thompson and Mrs. 
Dorothy Sawtelle also received 
cmds when they tied for second 
place with 28 parents each. The 
high attendance was considered 
particularly noteworthy since 
classroom population has dropped 
to a new low this year. The small¬ 
est class has 29 pupils and the 
largest 34. 

The purpose of the meeting, as 
announced by President Harold F. 
Hufendick, was to give the mem¬ 
bership information about their 
Parent-Teacher Association, and to 
give the parents information about 
Center School. Informed parent- 
teacher citizens, said President 
Hufendick, mean better homes, 
better schools and better commu¬ 
nities, because proper information 
leads to action—right action taken 
at the proper time which will bring 
about these things. 

Miss Hannah Long, principal of 
Center school, reviewed briefly the 
history of public education in 
Prince Georges County, pointing 
out that during the past decade 
more progress has been made in 
this field than during the half cen- 
turv preceding.

She pointed out that 
the program decided upon by 
“teacher-teacher” planning and 
developed within the classes by 
“teacher-pupil” planning should 
not be mistaken for a program 
made by children. 

Morris Soloroon v cb firman a f 
the program committee, announced 
that the subject of the next meet¬ 
ing, November 9, will be “What the 
Teacher Is Trying to Do” and that 
each teacher will then meet with 
a group of class parents on the 
class program for the year. 

During the meeting the mem¬ 
bership took the following action:

2) accepted sponsorship of Brow¬ 
nie Troop 42 of the Girl Scouts; 

3) authorized use of funds for ex¬ 
penses of two delegates to the 
Maryland State Congress of Par¬ 
ents and Teachers.

Now, of course, this may not be 
of any interest to you but it set me 
thinking—about the U.N., isola¬ 
tionism, our foreign policy and the 
110-percent Americans who want 
to hide their heads in the sand like 
ostriches and deny that we are all 
living on a pretty small globe. 

The world has become a much 
smaller, more intimate place since 
my great-grandfather’s day. He 
was lucky to get to town once a 
year or so. My gnandfather 
thought it quite a trip to visit the 
county seat occasionally. My 
father was considered the traveler 
in the family because of several 
trips to the state capital and one 
long trip to the Oklahoma terriory. 
The popular ideas of their times 
for an international policy for the 
United States are as out of date 
as a dose of calomel in the spring 
or wearing a bag of herbs around 
your neck to prevent the flu. 

But our acceptance and appreci¬ 
ation of modern medical know¬ 
ledge and practice is far ahead of 
our realization that we must ac¬ 
cept our responsibilities as a lead¬ 
ing nation in a small interrelated 
world. We rave long known that 
epidemics of disease can spread 
from unhealthy slum areas and 
therefore the health of all of us 
depends on the health of each of 
us. When will we understand that 
the peace and prosperity of the 
United States depends on the 
peace and prosperity of the world 
and that we cannot anticepticize 
ourselves from the rest of humani¬ 
ty? 

All this because of a letter to 
Egypt and a card from Erin?— 
but it does make you think about 
the world we live in, or does it?

Health For All 

Nostalgia 

With the first leaves falling from 
the trees come the first mild at¬ 
tacks of seasonal nostalgia. The 
attacks seem to increase in fre¬ 
quency and intensity through Oc¬ 
tober and normally come to an end 
with the first snow. 

In children, nostalgia is usually 
simple homesickness that can 
come at any season if they are 
away from home. It is easily cur¬ 
ed by returning home. In adults, 
it is more serious since it takes 
the form of yearning not only for 
the real past but also for what 
“might have been.” The symp¬ 
toms closely resemble those of 
spring fever. The victim has dif¬ 
ficulty giving attention to routine 
duties. He withdraws, when pos¬ 
sible, into solitary brooding. Some 
cases exhibit severe melancholia. 

Attacks often seem to be brought 
on by close association with dead 
leaves, as in raking or shuffling 
the feet through them. Contact 
with the smoke of burning leaves 
may seriously aggravate a mild at¬ 
tack of nostalgia. 

A moderate amount of wistful 
brooding over the past is relative¬ 
ly harmless. It is only when the 
victim of nostalgia begins to mull 
over his own weaknesses—the 
shortcomings that have prevented 
him from fulfilling his youthful 
“dreams of glory”—that his health 
is really in danger. In this stage 
nostalgia can become genuinely in¬ 
capacitating. 

To safeguard our mental and 
emotional health, psychiatrists tell 
us we need to focus on what is 
best in ourselves. We must make 
a conscious effort to recognize and 
develop the best in our lives and 
in our personalities. The treat¬ 
ment for a case of seasonal nos¬ 
talgia will vary with the individ¬ 
ual. It may mean a thorough fall 
house cleaning, an adult education 
course, a new hobby, or a new 
hat. In any case it calls for a 
change of emphasis from the neg¬ 
ative to the positive.

With the opening of another 
school year, local post offices are 
prepared for a brisk demand for 
United States Savings Stamps by 
thrifty students and parents.
